Mental Health Is a Problem 


For All of Vs 


In conjunction with a national observance, Gov. 


William G. Stratton, in a proclamation, designated the 
week of May 3-9 as Mental Health Week. 


Sunday has been set aside as the official "Open 


House" in each of the institutions in the department 
of public welfare. The. Dixon State hospital is among 
those institutions to conduct an "Open House" tomorrow. 
* * * 


Mental illness today is considered the nation's lead- 


ing health problem. 


The toll in suffering, disability, and economic loss 


resulting from emotional disorders has had a serious 
impact in the United States. 


That impact can be measured by the fact that half 


the patients in hospitals, approximately 600,000 suffer 
from mental illness. • 


Every year, about 150,000 persons are committed 


to mental hospitals. Approximately two million men 
were discharged or rejected by the armed forces because 
of emotional problems. 


From 30 to 50 per cent of all patients consulting 


doctors actually have complaints at least in part, due 
to mental disorders. 


About 350,000 people each year are disabled as a 


result of accidents. Sixty per cent of these accidents 
stem partly from personality causes. And, nearly one- 
third have no other cause.* * * 


The above statistics, taken from a report to the 


President, at the approach to the half century mark, 
show only manifestations of mental illness that are a 
matter of public record. 


For every such case on the records, scores of others 


involving minor disorders exist... disorders that could 
become more serious. 


It is estimated that eight million persons in the 


nation suffer from son\e mental illness. And, one in 
every 20 persons are expected to need psychiatric care. 


What makes the situation tragic is the fact that the 


battle against mental illness is being fought with inade- 
quate weapons. 
' 


America has 4,500 psychiatrists, about one to every 


32,000 people. There is also a shortage of psychiatric 
workers, nurses, and an insufficient numbzer of hospital 
beds to take care of the mentally ill. 


In Illinois, a new patient is admitted every 40 min- 


utes to one of the hospitals for the emotionally disturbed. 


On the average, a new patient is admitted every 10 


hours to this state's two institutions for the mentally 
defective; one is located on the outskirts of Dixon.

The Dixon State hospital specializes in the treat- 


ment of the mentally defective. Illinois also has insti- 
tutions for mentally ill, criminally insane, and centers 
for child psychiatry, research and teaching. 


The local state hospital was opened on May 1, 


1918 and is 35 years old. It started with 100 patients 
and only six buildings. 


Today, there are 4.874 patients. 73& employes, and 


96 buildings, 52 of them housing patients. 


In view of the extreme importance of mental health 


in modern society, it is imperative that everyone know 
the facts about emotional problems, their prevention 
and cure. 


Toward that end. Illinois will observe Mental Health 


Week starting Sunday, continuing through May 9, with 
a program of education built around the theme: "Ring 
the Bell for Mental Health . . . Inform Yourself." 
* * * 


During mental health week, Illinois is stressing two 


points, the desire for people to understand that mental 
illness is treatable and curable; the desire to spread the 
word that more patients could be cured if necessary 
research and trained persons were available. 


Without a doubt, mental health is a problem for 


everyone. Each individual should take a sincere interest 
in that problem. 


Dixon inhabitants have the opportunity to learn 


more about the subject of mental deficiency and what 
society is doing to meet that problem. 


The Dixon State hospital is holding open house 


Sunday. It would be to the benefit of anyone who can 
visit the institution to see it. 


One could learn that the days of the "mad house" 


and the "asylum" and the "padded cell" are vanishing. 
In their place are hospitals dedicated to the care of those 
in need of mental treatment provided under the latest 
available methods and techniques. 


At the same time, however, one would learn that 


the nation is far from reaching its goal in the prevention, 
cure, or elimination of emotional problems. 


In the case of any situation confronting the world, 


the best way to tackle a problem is through knowledge 
"Ring the Bell for Mental Health . .. Inform Yourself." 
Visit the Dixon State hospital during tomorrow'* "Open 
House."

More POWs Arrive 


TRAVIS AIR FORCE BASE, 


Calif. (Jfi—Another planeload of re- 
leased U.S. prisoners of war ar- 
rived today from Korea. 


There were 40 men on the big 


ship which touched ground at 9:08 
a.m. 
(CST), after an overnight 


flight from Honolulu. 


The repatriated men from Com- 


munist prisoner of war 
camps 


were greeted by a bright, warm 
spring day. The plane pilot headed 
directly in from sea and set his 
ship down without maneuvering 
over the field, 40 miles northeast 
of San Francisco, 


There were less than 100 persons 


*t the air field, in contrast %vith 
the crowd of several 
thousand 


when the first plane load ,of repa- 
triates arrived on Wednesday. 


PHOENIXVILLE. Pa.—UP) 


—Twenty tired American GIs 
recently released by the Com- 
munists in Korea, arrived by 
plane at Valley Forge Military 
Hospital early today after 
long secrecy-shrouded journey 
from Tokyo. 


The men, four of them stretche 


cases, were given steak dinners 
allowed to call relatives from mo 
bile telephones brought to thei 
bedsides and then settled down fo 
a night's rest. 


They left Tokyo Thursday m a 


Cflr Stratocruiser and were flowi 
directly to Travis A'ir Force base 
near 
San Francisco, 
bypassing 


Honolulu. 


Some Are "Victims" 


An Air Force spokesman said 


the Pentagon had ordered security 
conditions placed on the trip be- 
cause the men had been "victims 
of Communist propaganda." 


Maj. James Campbell, public in 


formation officer at Valley Force, 
said, however, the main reason for 
the security measures was "simply 
that the men were both tired and 
ill and all had expressed a desire 
not to be interviewed." 


"Some of the men may have 


come under the influence of Com- 
munism," Campbell said, "but the 
study of such cases has been lim- 
ited and not conclusive. It would 
be unfair." he added, "to brand 
a whole group of men in such 
manner." 


All Are 111 


"All 
of these boys are 
ill," 


Campbell said. "All are suffering 
vitamin deficiencies, indicated by 
pains in their logs and the poor 
condition of their teeth and gums." 


'Although "dead tired" from the 


trip, some "perked up" en route 
by ambulances to the hospital 
when they saw the distant lights 
of Philadelphia. 


One soldier commented: 
"I've been flying over this coun- 


try a long time and it sure looks 
good from up there but it feels 
even better to be down here roll- 
ing over it. Yes sir, it sure is 
good to be home." 


Isolate Men 


Campbell said the men would be 


isolated "at least until Sunday to 
give them a well-deserved rest" 
and then, he expected, those who 
were willing to bo interviewed, 
might talk to newsmen and photo- 
graphers. 


Meanwhile, he said, the next of 


kin of the 20 men have been no- 
tified by telegram of their nrrivnl 
and invited to visit them as soon 
as they wish.

Riddled With Bullets, He Vows 
To Survive Months of Privation

TOKYO—W>—For 34 long hours the corporal lay in a valley of 


agony. 
Bullets had ripped through his stomach, groin and leg. It 


was bitterly cold and he was hiding beneath a corn shock in a 
Korean field. 


He thinks now the cold saved his 


life. 


Oo7.ing blood froze on his clothes 


and skin and partially clotted ovet 
the wounds. 


"That kept me from bleeding to 


death," said Cpl. John L. Walter: 
jr., of Washington, D. C. 


The Communists captured him 


ind in the next 29 months gave 
lim no medical attention, he said. 
During three months in one prison 
camp he watched between 700 and 
800 of his buddies die.; Dysentery 
shrank him from 220 to 90 pounds. 
He clung giimly to life.

shot, two Chinese soldiers carried 
him to a Korean house.

FHA Cash Requirements Stymie Buyers: 
Builders Urge Smaller Downpayments 


The N a t i o n a l Association of 


Home Builders this week blamed 
the government, banks, and other 
lenders who finance mortgages for 
the fact that three out of five pros- 
pective home buyers couldn't in- 
vest because of high down pay. 
ments. 


According to the 
association, 


home 
buyers 
shouldn't 
become 


angry with the builders. 


Builders right now are working 


on a far-reaching program to ease 
those terms and to insure the 
long-range stability of the housing 
industry so that it can produce 
over a million new homes a year 
for the next decade, the associa- 
tion reported. 


The ultimate target is upwards 


of 2,000,000 annually in the 1960s 
when the bumper crop of war 
babies born during the 1940s will 
be starting families of their own. 


Plan to Modernize 


And builders plan to modernize 


or rebuild each year many thou- 
sands of older homes still struc- 
turally sound but run down through 
neglect. 


The rate of stabilized construc- 


tion and rehabilitation not only 
will make better housing available 
for Americans in high, low and 
middle income brackets, but will 
also 
create 
a 
solid 
bulwark 


against "recession" or "depres- 
sion" when and if peace ends the 
armament boom. 


Directly, 
more 
than 
1,000.000 


men and women earn their living 
from home 
building. Indirectly, 


points out the National Association 
of Home Builders, every American 
has a stake in housing prosperity 
through the billions of dollars of 
spending it generates in the build- 
ing supply, furniture, home fur- 
nishings, steel, lumber and allied 
industries. 


But that kind of a housing pios 


perity program depends squaiely 
upon the continued ability of funi 
ilies to buy the kind of home need- 
ed. And that, in turn, depends 
largely upon how big a down pay- 
ment can be made. 


Federal Housing agencies were 


set up, originally, to make it 
easier to purchase a home—with 
small down payment and a long 
term mortgage so that the monthly 
carrying charges can be paid out 
of income, the association contend 
ed. 


But it hasn't worked out that 


way for many millions of prospec- 
tive buyers. 


Here's what has happened to 


that easy home ownership idea in 
the past few years: 


Inflation has hit just about every- 


thing in sight, including income, 
taxes and living costs, as well as 
the cost of building homes. 


Ten years ago, for example, a 


new home built for the average 
family cost about $6,000. The down 
payment on a mortgage insured by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion was 10 per cent, or $600. 


A comparable home built today 


for the same family \vould cost 
about $12,000, because construction 
materials, wages and land costs 
have moie than doubled. But to- 
day's FHA minimum down pay- 
ment on that $12,000 house is 20 
per cent, or $2.400—four times as 
much as a decade ago! 


With taxes and living costs tak- 


ing a bigger bite than ever out of 
income, few families can put aside 
that much cash toward a new 
home, the NAHB points out. 


Home builders are convinced 


that the cash 
problem can be 


solved quickly and easily—if FHA 
would make a few simple changes 
in its down payment requirements.

ic if you discover that tei mites are 
trying to eat you out of your house. 
Termite grind suiely. but slowly. 


In particular, don't fall for phony 


fly-by-night 
pest 
exterminators. 


One of their methods of operation 
is to offer a free termite inspection 
of your house. They always report 
your house is in terrible condition, 
Rnd they may even show you ter- 
mites—which they've brought along 
in a bottle. 


If you sign an agreement, the 


racketeer will give the m-emises a 
Btiperficial 
spraying, collect his 


money, and be off. If you had ler- 
inites, you still have them. 


One way you can check for ter- 


mites yourself is to stab with an 
icepick all sills, beams, and other 
wood close to the pound. Termites 
have black or brown bodies, two 


, pairs of long wings, a thick waist, 
and are about one-half inch long. 
If you find what you suspect are 
termites, send specimens of them 
to your State Department of Agri- 
culture for positive identification. 


If your house becomes termite in- 


fested, the control and repair job 
will average fiom S100 to S500. But 
ask for bids from several estab- 
lished operators before you sign 
for an exterminating job.

After the weatherman turns off 


the April showers, many home 
owneis are bound to step out in 
the glowing sunshine full of good 
humor and ambition to paint their 
houses. 


Whether they still have 
their 


good cheer when the job is done 
depends, for one thing, upon how 
good a job it is. A few timely tips 
may preserve their house-painting 
liumor. 


First off, don't paint until the 


weather is clear, dry and Uie tem- 
perature is above 40 degiees F. 


Paint only the shady side of the 


louse when the weather is exces- 
sively hot. especially when paini- 
ng wood trim, is the advice of one 
paint manufacturer. The hot sun 
may cause rapid evaporation of 
jaint solvents, which results in a 
'skin" forming on the surface, 
trapping the remaining solvents 
beneath it. This eventually causes 
•gas blistering." 


Don't paint over a surface that 


s wet or damp, and stop painting 
before 
late-afternoon 
dampness 


sets in.

On previously painted houses, 


apply one or two coats of exterior 
house paint. On badly weathered 
surfaces, apply a coat of wood 
primer and a finish coat. 


But prepare all surfaces before

Save painting shutters and trim 


until last. Remove shutters and 
place them on boxes or saw horses 
to paint. Use shutter paints, for 
pigment of house paints is inclined 
to wash down over surfaces below 
and cause streaks.

VA Changes Rules 
On GI Home Loans 


WASHINGTON l*)-The Veterans 


Administration announced today it 
has removed restrictions on how' 
its 4 per cent gratuity payment on 
GI Joans may be applied. 


As of April 25, all cicdit con- 


trols were removed from Gi home 
loans. 


The VA gratuity payment, which 


equals 4 per cent of the guaranteed 
portion of a GI loan up to a maxi- 
mum of $160, had been applied to 
reduce the principal amount of the 
loan. Now, however, it may be 
used to pay all or part of the first 
year's taxes and insurance or to 
pay the first installments on the 
loan or in other ways. 


With removal of credit controls, 


veterans now may obtain GI home 
loans with no down payment and 
with 30 years in which to repay, 
if private lending institutions will 
grant such terms.

The Business Mirror 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (./P)—Business is on notice that the gov- 


ernment will be living for some time longer with an unbal- 
anced budget, despite a proposed cut of 8'/a billion dollars. 
A continuing federal deficit will mean more government bor- 
rowing, with all of its inflationary aspects. The chance of 
any large cut in taxes seems unlikely lor some time to come. 


These, at least, are the implications that many business- 


men will see in President Eisenhower's long-haul defense pro- 
gram and "budget outlook. 


Congress, of course, may have different ideas than the 


president about appropriations, spending and taxes. 
» 
»

But the president's program would seem to hold out 


these prospects for business: 


New orders for military goods may come slower and 


smaller next year. But they will come steadily for an indefi- 
nite number of years, assuring a dependable prop of govern- 
ment spending under the industrial economy. 


Actual spending may increase in the next few months, 


instead of decline as some businessmen had been fearing. 
Military spending in March was more than four billion dol- 
lars, a considerable prop to the business boom. 


« There is a huge backlog of money already appropriated 


and obligated for such spending. Whatever cuts in appro- 
priations congress may make for next year perhaps four 
or five billion dollars won't show up as a drop in money busi- 
ness is getting from government spending for some time, 
because a tank or plane is ordered when the money is ap- 
propriated, and the money may be spent two or four years 
later when the tank or plane can be delivered. 
* 
* 
« 


Spending is on the increase now because deliveries are 


coming faster. That is in large part due to the new ma- 
chines and plants that industry has been building in the last 
two years as part of the defense program. As they come 
into use, faster work can be done. 


Also, factories can make more money from the use of 


these more economical new tools, as is being shown in the 
better earnings statements pouring forth this year. 


Many businessmen will breathe easier at the prospect 


that arms spending is not to build up to a sharp peak to 
reach a target, but is to go on at a steadier if slower pace. 
There is much less danger of a jolt to the economy that way. 


It is the great backlog of appropriations that apparently 


stymies the new administration's efforts to balance the actual 
cash budget. 


While business gains in one way from the government 


spending, it loses in another from the high taxes that sup- 
port that spending. 


Financial observers also worry that the federal debt ap- 


parently must go higher, that the government must borrow 
more to pay its bills. 


Government borrowing of "new money" in the past was 


one of the reasons for the inflation that sent every one's 
cost of living soaring.

New Bill Is Step to Assure Protection of High Tariffs 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—A plan to pack the U. S. 


Tariff Commission with Republican protectionists and 
to change almost completely the present reciprocal trade 
agreements program has now emerged in Congress. 
This plan is just as clear in its intent as was President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's plan to pack the U. S. Supreme 
Court with justices who would be favorable to his New 
Deal program. 


Author of the Tariff Commission-packing plan is Rep. 


Richard M. Simpson, Pennsylvania Republican. His ve- 
hicle is a bill called the "Trade Agreements Extension 
Act of 1953." 


The Simpson bill proposes lo exlend Ihe present re- 


ciprocal trade agreements law for one year, as requested 
by President Eisenhower. 
The bill would continue the 


present "peril point" and "escape clause" limitations 
on tariff rate concessions, imposed by the Republican- 
controlled SOlh Congress. 
But it would go far beyond 


that. 


Through a series of new amendments to the present 


trade agreements law. which expires on June 12 unless 
renewed, the Simpson bill would take away from the 
President nearly all his present powers to modify tariff 
rates. It would give them to the reorganized Tariff Com- 
mission. 


At the present time, the Tariff Commission is a bi- 


partisan, sixman board, supposed to be split three Re- 
publicans, three Democrats. 
The Simpson bill would 


change this to a seven-member commission, with no 
more than four members from any party. 


In the present administration, that would mean four 


Republicans and Republican control. That's where the 
packing would come in. 


TWO REPUBLICAN VACANCIES FILLED 


President Eisenhower has designated Edgar B. Bros- 


sard, of Utah, a Republican, as chairman of the commis- 
sion. Mr. Brossard, now 64. was made a member of the 
commission through the influence of the late Sen. Reed 
Smoot of Utah,, co-author of the Smoot-Hawley high- 
tariff law. 


As second Republican on the commission. President 


Eisenhower recently named John Talbot, a former Con- 
necticut Republican congressman. There is a little ques- 
tion about where Mr. Talbot stands on tariff issues. 
In 1945 he voted to send a reciprocal trade agreements 
extension bill back to committee, which would have ef- 
fectively killed it. When this failed, he voted to defeat 
the bill. 


There is still one Republican vacancy on the six- 


man Tariff Commission. 
But even with another high- 


tariff man on the group, the Republicans would not be 
able to outvote the three Democrats remaining on the 
commission. 


They are former Chairman Oscar B. Ryder, George 


t McGill and Lynn R. Edminster, still serving as vice 
chairman until President Eisenhower names his suc- 
cessor. 
All three Democrats are on record in favor 


of the reciprocal trade agreements program. 


In order to block even the six-man'commission from 


any further tariff concessions, the Simpson bill would 
impose additional restrictions on its activities.

BARS CHANGE IN TARIFF INCREASES 


One proposed amendment would put specific in- 


creased tariff rates on imported lead and zinc. It would 


prohibit any change in these increases through any re- 
ciprocal trade agreement. 
These increases in customs 


duties could have no other effect than to raise the price 
to U. S. consumers of two metals widely used in the 
printing and publishing business. 


Another Simpson 
amendment 
would 
reintroduce 


"quota restriction"—the bane of all American exporters 
when imposed against U. S. products by foreign gov- 
ernments. 
Under the Simpson bill, imports of foreign 


crude petroleum and its products would be limited to 10 
per cent of the estimated U. S. demand for any quarter- 
year. 


A further Simpson bill restriction would prohibit 


U. S. tariff concessions on any imports which would 
cause "unemployment of, or injury to, American work- 
ers, miners, farmers or producers, producing like or 
competitive articles . . . " 


This is taken to mean that if as few as two Ameri 


cans were affected 
could be raised, 
tion in tariff rates if increased imports even threatened 


Beyond this, the Simpson bill would permit no reduc- 


tion in tariff rates if increased imports even threatened 
unemployment or injury to American workers, farmers, 
miners or producers. 


Where increased imports resulted from tariff rate 


reductions, the U. S. Tariff Commission would be re- 
quired to report to the President and Congress a finding 
that the concession should be permanently withdrawn, 
suspended or modified, or that the quantity of imports 
be limited. Within 30 days after receiving such a report, 
the President would be required to put it into effect.

Phlebitis is tht medical term 


used for inflammation of the lining 
of the veins; thrombophlebitis 01 
phlebothrombosis is the name ap* 
ilied if clots are present inside the 
veins at the same time. 


Since inflammation of the lin 


ng of the veins is likely to bring 
about 
the 
formation 
of 
clots, 


thrombophlebitis is probably at 
east as common as simple phleb- 
tis. 
This (I am referring to both 


conditions as one) is certainly a 
miserable affliclion. 
II can re- 


ult from varicose veins, from 


injury, from loo much bed rest, 
particularly 
in the presence of 


chronic disease, from certain blood 
diseases, and from a number of 
other things, though quite often no 
definite cause can be found at all. 


There is increased emphasis to- 


day in trying to prevent phlebitis or 
thrombophlebitis. This involves a 
multiple line of attack, but has to 
be entirely under the direction of a 
physician responsible for the pa- 
tient because the methods vary so 
much, and one must take into 
account other things besides the 
danger of developing these condi- 
tions. 


One phlebitis or thrombophlebilis 


have developed they should not be 
neglected, particularly because of 
the hazard of a clot breaking off 
and going to the lungs, causing 
what is known as a pulmonary em- 
bolism. 


When either condition is acute, 


treatment 
includes absolute rest 


in bed, raising of Ihe leg (if il is 
Ihe leg which is involved) and 
application of heat. 


After 
the acute 
inflammation 


has subsided the most important 
problem of trealment is to pre- 
vent swelling. 
R'astlo bandages 


are particularly helpful in this 
kind of thing, but they must be 
properly applied. 


Phlebitis or thrombophlebitis are 


hard to cure entirely and tend to 
come back. 
When this happens 


treatment is often difficult. It may 
be necessary to remove the in- 
flamed veins by surgery if they are 
near the surface. 
SEEK INFECTION'S SOURCE 


A thorough search for sources of 


infection is usually made, including 
examination of the teeth and ton- 
sils. Treatments with small doses 
of X-rays and the use of one of the 
sulfonamide drugs or antibiotics 
may be helpful. 


The prevention and treatment is 


being constanlly improved. Early 
rising or mild exercise soon afler 
an operalion helps to prevent the 
blood in the veins from becoming 
stagnant. This does not appear to 
reduce the frequency of thrombo- 
phlebitis, but has cut down on pul- 
monary 
embolism. 
Some new 


drugs are also of help to prevent 
blood clotting.

For the first time in over five 


weeks, the stock market, as mea-

The market now 
appears to have entered a phase 
of upward reaction. 


The market is piobably trying to 


discount the outlook for general 
business in the third and fourth 
quarters of this year, when many 
of the business statistics may be 
less favorable than at present. 
Earnings for most of the major 
industries during the first half of 
1953 are expected to compare fav- 
orably with those of a year ago. 
What probably worries the market 
in the last half are: 


1. Rising interest rates, \\hich 


arc putting the brakes on con- 
sumer spending. 


2. A probable ovcr.snpply of new 


and used cars which implies a 
decline in the Mori operating 
rate, in spite of all optimistic 
pronouncements to the 
con- 


trary currently being made. 


3. Further weakness in commodi- 


ty prices and in Mich sensitive 
items as copper and Meel 
scrap. 


4. Further reduction in military 


outlays. 


It is likely that the market has 


already discounted a lopning-out 
in general business activity and 
that the correction that has already 
taken place gives full accord to a 
changing cycle. If this is the case, 
it is logical to expect several weeks 
of a market similar to the one just 
completed, where volume leader- 
ship and activity will be concen- 
trated in secondary securities rath- 
er than in the traditional "blue 
chips." 
Many stocks that have 


been for sometime behind the mar- 
ket may show more favorable ac- 
tion during such periods of selec- 
tivity.

questions presented by the tax ob- 
jectors. He also staled in his opin- 
ion lhat while the testimony shows 
that the valuation of the respective 
tracts of the objectors were not 
assessed in their fair cash value 
that the counly court was wilhout 
power of authority and jurisdiction 
| to grant any relief. 


The principal objection to the 


1951 tax assessment as picsented 
on trial of the case was to the use 
of an expanding circle formula by 
A. C. Handell. Dixon township as- 
sessor, in arriving at the value of 
property on the ground that such 
formula did not take into consider- 
ation reasonable market values of 
property and gave no consideration 
to hills, ravines and o.vher items 
detracting and affecting market 
values. 


According to the tax objectors 


each tract of real cstale shall be 
valued by ihc assessor at fair cash 
value, estimalcd as the price it 
would bring at a fair voluntaiy 
sale, and that this was not done 
and the various assessments wcie 
the result of multiplying a figure 
by the square footage of each 
tract, using the same figure for all 
property located within the same 
circular zones. 


Outlines Procedure 


According to Judge Gchant all 


property owners who feel their tax 


bills are too high should first make 
their objections to Ihc 
Counly 


Board of Review and if not saiis- 
fied they may then appeal from 
the board to the county court, and 
that unless such statutory require- 
ments have been first met Uie 
county court has no jurisdiction 
over such objections. On the other 
hand the objectors claim lhat in 
all cases where the 
assessment 


values are out of line with the fan- 
cash value and the result of the 
application of an arbitrary formula 
thai such assessments are subject 
to correction and revision on a di- 
rect application to the county 
court. 


In the case of the printing com- 


pany no application was made to 
the board of review on the 1951 
assessment and their first objec- 
tions to the tax assessments were 
made on direct application to the 
counly court of Lee county for re- 
lief against the excess assessments 
resulting from the application of 
the expanding circle formula. 


Tells Method 


On the Irial of Ihe case Assessor 


Handell staled that he created a 
series of circles upon the plat of 
Dixon township with the center lo- 
cated near the intersection of Ga- 
lena avenue and River stieet and 
that the property located within 
Ihe center circle was given the 
highest valuation per square fool 
and the same figure was used on 
all property within this circle: that 
in the next outer circle a slightly 
lower value per square foot was 
used and that on each succeeding 
outward circle a steadily lower fig- 
ure was applied. He also stated 
that his office is required to make 
assessments of all property in the 
township in a very short period of 
time and thai by reason of insuffi- 
cient funds for the employment of 
real estate appraisers and for per- 
sonal inspection of each tract of 
property that it would be impos- 
sible for him to complete his work 
unless he used such a system and 
formula and also stated that in his 
opinion this system was the most 
fair and equitable system that 
could possibly be devised to assess 
all property equally in the same 
zones. 


The result of the appeal to the 


supreme court may or may not 
alter the method used by assessors 
in arriving at the valuation of real 
estate for tax purposes. However, 
Ihe matter is of great importance 
to all property owners and from 
the records in this case it appears 
to be that Ihe principal question 
nvolved is whether or not each 
ract of real esttae should be ap- 
praised at its fair cash value esli- 
maled at the price it would bring 
at a fair voluntary sale by persons 
experiepced 
in appraising real 


estate, or whether time and money 
saving systems or formulas may 


be applied in lieu thereof, with the 
result that all properly in the same 
immediate vicinity may be given 
the same valuation even though 
such properly may vary greaily 
by reason of ils locaiion in the 
business section, or on the alleys, 
be unimproved or incapable of be- 
iiV improved and without taking 
into consideration the many other 
things that enter into the value of 
ical estale Iracls.

Biggest V. S. 
Birds Face 
Extinction 


NEW YORK (*—The three big- 


gest, broadest, tallest birds, for 
their weight classes, in America, 
are taking a beating. 


They're the ivory-billed wood- 


pecker, the California condor and 
the whooping crane, considered by 
a .National Audubon society spokes- 
man to be the nation's rarest spe- 
cies. 


The ivory bill, biggest at 21 


inches long of all the country's 
woodpeckers, may well have gone 
over the hill to extinction. The so- 
ciety reports that no scientist has 
sighted it for two years and that 
a sanctuary in Florida for the last 
known pair has been abandoned. 


The condor, a vulture with an 


11-foot wingspread, has been cling- 
ing to existence in the strict seclu- 
sion of a mountain refuge near Los 
Angeles. Audubon society people 
said recently there might be as 
many as 60 left in the refuge, but a 
California naturalist reported last 
week that he saw only 12, com- 
pared with 34 counted in 1934.
